MEN BEHIND THE ENTERPRISE. 


W. J. Chalmers Mentions Several and Says 
Eight Chicago Capitalists Are Interested. 
William J. Chalmers mentioned the names 

of the following men last evening who are to 

be connected with the compressed air enter- 
prise provided the franchise is obtained: Mr. 

Bull of the banking house of Edwin L. Sweet 

& Co. of New York; Dylwyn Parrish 

of New York, and John A. Roche of Chicago. 

In addition to these there will be eight other 

merchants and manufacturers of Chicago. In 

speaking of the plans to be carried out in the 
event of a franchise being granted Mr. 

Chalmers said: 

„We shall build a power center at least a 
mile distant from the business center of the 
city. As a matter of economy it will be more 
profitable to lay the pipes in the alleys, as the 
majority of power plants are located in the 
rear basements of buildings. It would also 
be cheaper to perform this construction work 
by night, as the alleys would be more or less 
obstructed during the day. 

It is charged that this scheme is not prac- 
ticable, but I will stake my reputation that it 
is. Itisa matter I have carefully investigated, 
and, in fact, I have a man now in Europe 
working on the same line. I have 
learned that Mr. Roche has also engaged the 
services. of an expert, who is pursuing the 
same line of inquiry abroad. 

“Tt is a simple proposition to centralize 
power and distribute from one main station 
that power which is required for light and 
heavy manufacturing purposes within the 
business district of Chicago. It will embrace 
the driving of passenger and freight elevators, 
sewing machines, printing presses, etc., with- 
out causing any disturbance to the steam- 
power plants now existing in these 
buildings other than the shutting down of 
steam boilers. it will absolutely abate 
the smoke nuisance. The ventilating of 
schools, churches, theaters, and other public 
places will be a great use to which it will be 
put. It does not in any way contemplate the 
solution of the rapid transit problem. 

„While there will bealoss of 20 per cent 
in the compression of air, there is a gain of 
40 per cent in the central station. Its practic- 
ability is thoroughly established and my at- 
torney says there is no legal objection in its 
way. Work will begin as soon as Prof. 
Reidler of the University of Berlin can coine 
here assume the itumediate management. 
We have employed him as the most efficient 
expert on the subject to be obtained.“

HOW THE PULLMAN MODEL WORKS. 


The Arrangement for Carrying Passengers 
Location of the Apparatus, 

The new motor on which Mr. Judson is now 
experimenting stands on a spur track in front 
of the north wing of the Pullman car shops 
and is now in working order. The model was 
not built with a view to appearances and is not, 
therefore, particularly: handsome. It is the 
size of a bob-tail street-car, is painted yel- 
low, and is fitted up for the carrying of pas- 
sengers in addition to hauling trailers, 
There is a sliding door and a small window in 
the front of the car, the sides and the rear end 
Steps lead from the back 
platform to the roof of the car, which has two 
seats facing the sides of the car and running 
from end to end. 

Inside the car, as seen from the glass door, 
there are two reservoirs of boiler iron, and 
under oneasmall furnace. At the charging 
points the large reservoirs are filled with air 
compressed to a pressure of 200 pounds to the 
square inch. Before passing into the engine, 
which is placed beneath the floor of the car, it 
passes through pipes coiled in the small fur- 
nace and is superheated, increasing the pres- 
sure threefold. 

The charging apparatus is novel and com- 
plete.

Cable conduits can be utilized 
for carrying-pipes, but where the conduits are 
not already down the pipes will be laid as 
water-pipes or gas-pipes are put down. 

The plan of udson company is to build 
motors which will hold the same number of 
passengers as an ordinary car. The storage 
tanks will be under the floor and on the roof, 
entirely out of the way. 

Thomas H. Wickes, Vice-President of the 
Pullman company, is interested in the new 
patent. He is now out of the city but is ex- 
pected home today. His Secretary. in speak- 
ing of the new motor, said: Mr. Wickes has 
a financial interest in the IIlinois Judson 
Power company, but aside from owning stock 
he takes no active interest in the preliminary 
tests that are being made. Mr. Pullman is 
not connected with the company in any way.

Charged with Extortion. 

Constable Matthew Murphy of Justice 
Scully’s court will have to answer a charge of 
extortion before Justice White March 7 on 
complaint of A. Goldstein, a West Madison 
street clothing dealer.

DR. IRA REMSEN MAY COME TO CHICAGO. 


Qualifications of the Professor of Chemistry 
in Johns Hopkins Oniversity. 

Battrmore, Md., March 3.—[Special.]—It 
is believed in Johns Hopkins University cir- 
cles that Dr. Ira Remsen, professor of chem- 
istry, will accept the position tendered him of 
director or the new chemical laboratory of 
the Chicago University. He returned 
from Chicago today with President Harper, 


who will deliver a course of lectures at the 


Hopkins. Dr. Remsen while in Chicago was 
consulted about the plans for the Chicago lab- 
oratory, and his suggestions were adopted. 
Prof, msen was rn in New York in 
1846. He graduated from the College of

ia. He recei degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy from the University of 
Gottingen in 1872. when he returned to this 
eountry and accepted the Professorship of 
Chemistry and Physics in Williams College, 
Massachusetts, where remained un- 
til called to the head the chemical depart- 
ment at the opening of the Johns Hopkins in 
1876. Under Dr. Remsen’s direction the stu- 
dents of the chemical department have in- 
creased until the roll is larger than that of 
any other department of the university. 
Duri the absence of Dr. Gi'man 
abro in 1889 Dr. Remsen acted as 
President of the university. Among the 
ag: scientific researches which have made 
rof. Remsen one of the foremost chemists 
of the world may be mentioned the following 
studies: Of the relations between oxygen, 
ozone, and active oxygen, an investigation on 
the chemical action in a magnetic field, in which 
positive evidence was furni for the first 
time that in some cases chemical action is in- 
fluenced by magnétism and the discovery of a 
new organic compound about 250times sweet- 
er than sugar not injurious in its effects 
upon the system, which has since become wide- 
ly known under the name of saccharine, In 1881 
Dr. Remsen was invited by the City Council of 
Boston to look into u peculiar condition of 
the city water, which was unfit for use, owin 
to a disagreeable taste and odor.

THE MAYOR AND THE BOODLERS. 
According to one of the city papers Mayor 
Washburne when asked what he would do re- 
garding the ordinance of the Power Supply 
and Smoke Abating concern, said: 

I have not come to any decision on the subject, 
but have looked over the ordinance. The ob- 
jections urged against the ordinance—that the 
franchise is perpetual—I do not consider impor- 
tant on account of the clause providing for the 
payment of 5 per cent of the gross receipts to 
the city. That will be a much better ar- 
rangement for the city than to give a limited 
franchise and not get any return. 


He said further that he should read the or- 
dinance through and that if he saw that it 
should be amended materially he would send 
it back for amendment. 

He will probably reach the conclusion atter 
examining the subject thoroughly that the 
only course open to him is to send it back 
with adownright veto and not attempt to 
improve a bad egg. The ordinance is rotten, 
and tinkering will not help it. It is wasting» 
time to talk of the five per cent on the gross 
earnings which the company promises to pay, 
as being an inducement for the approval of 
the ordinance. No money from that source 
will go into the treasury. The men who are 
aiming to get this franchise do not intend to 
build works and deliver compressed air. They 
propose to print beautiful stock certificates, 
and sell them to coapitalists. There may be 
some decent men in this concern, so there 
were in the Economic. But they were in the 
minority in the latter and so are they in the 
former. This business of seasoning a mass of 
rascality with a few grains of respectability“ 
has been tried often enough. 

If the men back of this scheme were in 
earnest, and actually were to furnish motor 
power in the form of compressed air, they 
would interfere with and delay the establish- 
ment by the city of a high pressure water 
plant which would really assist in the abate- 
ment of the smoke nuisance and would be a 
source of great revenue. It is understood 
that some of the men interested in this Power 
Supply company were mixed up in various at- 
tempts which have been made to get a high. 
water pressure franchise for a private con- 
cern. The city should not, for a paltry per- 
centage, do something which would stand in 
the way of its carrying out a great and profit- 
able improvement. 

It cannot have escaped the Mayor’s notice 
that Aldermen are hinting plainly that cor- 
rupt means were used to put this ordinance 
through. He himself has no doubt on that point. 
He has been long enough connected with the 
city government as Mayor and City Attorney 
to know that when a measure slips through 
as this did the ways were greased with 

money. He knows that there are ravening 
wolves in the Council who voted like sheep 
for this ordinance who would not have done 
so if their hunger had not been satisfied. In- 
stead of condoning the offense of the Alder. 
men by attemptmg to tinker and patch up 
their work and make it seem a little less like 
the downright steal it is he should veto it and 
not be mealy-mouthed as to the language he 
uses in his message. 

It may be said that the ordinance will be 
passed over his veto by the votes of the re- 
spectable, semi-respectable, and disreputable 
aldermen who put it through in the first place. 
Tet a veto will, atleast, clear the skirts of the 
Mayor. But be should not stop there. He 
should notify the aldermen that if they do put 
the ordinance through he will refuse to ac- 
knowledge its validity, thas he will deny their 
charter power to give away the useof the 
streets for such a purpose, that he will grant 
no permits, will not let the streets be torn up, 
and ifthis company bring suit against him 
will carry the case up to the Supreme Court, 
and let it pass on a question not yet adjudi- 
cated. He may rest assured that in any sin- 
cere earnest fight he may make for the protec- 
tion of the streets of the city the people will 
be with him. 

If he wants to make a record, now is the 
time to do it. If he fails to veto this or- 
dinance, orif he putters, and fusses with it, 
and tries to sweeten it, and excuse it because 
it has some good points, and because 
“some good men voted for it, then he must 
expect to be bracketed with Creiger, and to 
have his administration considered a continu- 
ation of that of his immediate predecessor. 


THE GREATER LUNATICS DEFEAT THE 
LESSER. 


Messrs. Boldenweck, Eckhart, Wenter, etc 
have deserted Cooley, whois wild over a ship 
canal, and have taken up with Chief Engineer 
Williams, who has gone mad on the subject of 
water power. In his report made on the 17th 
of last month he recommended the adoption 
of a certain route between Willow Springs 
and Joliet, and the development of a grand 
water power, which, he said, would bring into 
the district on a very moderate estimate an 
income of $360,000 a year. This alluring pros- 
pect has captured the imaginations of a 
majority of the members of the board and 
they voted yesterday to embark in this wild 
| scheme, which met with the disapproval of 
the less insane Mr. Cooley. 

The Chief Engineer estimated that the cost 
of the work, if his route were adopted and his 
plan followed, would be $11,740,000. Some of 
the grossest underestimates in his figures 
were pointed out the other day by this paper. 
Mr. Cooley confirms its conclusions. He said 
in his minority report, submitted day before 
yesterday, that the Williams route and plan 
would cost about $15,000,000 with a contingent 
expenditure of $3,000,000 more, and that it 
would add a year or more to the length of 
time required to do the work. Mr. Cooley's 
estimate is a very conservative one, for the 
work cannot be done for less than $20,000,000 
and will probably be 20 per cent more than 
that. 


It has also dawned on the mind of Mx. 
Cooley that the resources of the district are 
limited, and that if the drainage channel were 
to be completed in four years the district | 
would have at its disposal only $20,000,000 
with which to pay the bills—that the greater 
the expense the longer it wili take to do the 
work. Mr. Cooley does not want to see the 
resources of the district squandered in an at~ 
tempt to create a great water-power at Joliet, 
leaving no money with which to construct the 
channel between Bridgeport and Willow 
Springs. Mr. Cooley having progressed so

LIES ABOUT BANKS AND MONEY. 

The February number of the Arena con- 
tained an article on “The Subtreasury 
Plan,” by C. C. Post, which would hardly 
have been worth notice but that its material 
portions have since been dished up by Alliance 
Congressman Watson of Georgia in a speech 
before the House. The article is remarkable 
only tor the extreme absurdity of ite state- 
ments and the lack of information displayed 
by the writer, unless his falsehoods may be at- 
ttibuted to a worse reason. The inan who can 
assert that the Federal Government loans 
hundreds of-millions of dollars to the na- 
tional banks at 1 per cent which they re- 
loan at 8 to 30 per cent must be in a 
frame of mind able to swallow anything, and 
it is no wonder he is found advocating the 
wild Subtreasury plan of making the Nation 
rich by the mere running of a government 
printing press. 

Mr. Post assumes that the people of the 
United States must supply themselves with 
paper money, and then proceeds to tell 
them how they are to do it on the Alliance 
plan. But in no part of his tenebral e 
does he explain how that paper money, or. 
din other words, flat scrip,” is to be re- 
deemed iu anything at the option of the holder 
or otherwise. On the contrary, the avowed 
object of issuing this scrip is to lend it to 
farmers and others who cannot sell their 
property for what they believe it to be worth, 
That would be inadequate security to start 
with, and the best chance the holder of the 
scrip would have at any time would 
be the right to exchange it for some- 
thing he might not want, provided the holder 
ot that something were willing to part with it 
for that kind of “‘money”’—the chances be- 
ing he would not when he could retain his 
property and get the money from the gov- 
ernment by asking for it. 

Mr. Post telld a rank falsehood in saying 
“Tn order to enable the [national! banks to 
loan their notes the government burned the 
greenbacks, and the people being deprived of 
them were compelled to borrow the notes of 
the banks.“ The fact is the greenback issue 
was limited to $400,000,000, and it never ex- 
ceeded that sum but once, when Congress 
ordered the temporary issue of an extra $50,- 
000,000, to be retired as fast as they came into 
the hands of the Treasurer. That $50,000,000 
was all retired within a year or two, and its 
issue had nothing whatever to do with the na- 
tional banks or their circulation. The gov- 
ernment has not retired the $400,000,000 au- 
thorized to be in existence, but reissues them 
when they come to hand, and about $356,000,- 
000 of them are now in circulation. 

The description of the process by which the 
national banks obtained their circulation and 
the profit they made out of it is equally false. 
In 1863.65 the commionfrate of interest in New 
York and Pennsylvania was 7 to 8 per cent, 
and in Illinois and adjacent States it was 10 to 
12 per cent. When the bankers put $100,000 
into 6 Per cent government bonds they loaned 
the money to the government much more 
cheaply than they did to anybody else, and 
the taxes on bank circulation then exceeded 
2 percent. Ten or twelve years afterwards 
they were reduced to 1 per cent. By issuing 
notes the national banks never made more 
than 2 or 3 per cent above what private banks 
could make out of the same amount of money, 
and the profit on circulation gradually fell off 
till about a dozen years ago, when the 
banks began to return their notes, as the fact 
of circulation was no longer profitable to 
them. At present the maximum note issue of 
$325,000,000 has been voluntarily reduced for 
this reason to some $150,000,000. If it were 
true, as asserted by Mr. Post, that the gov- 
ernment loaned the circulation to be reloaned 
there would be today a billion or so of these 
notes loaned out at any rate that would net the 
lenders 14¢ to 2 per cent; So the statement 
that the banks reloan at 8 to 30 per cent must 
also be false. A few banks beyond the Mis- 
souri Riyer may have exactel more, but the 
great mass of the loans made by the national 
banks frrther east has been at 5 to 6, and it is 
doubtfal if, taking all of them together, the 
rate has exceeded 6 per cent. 

Mr. Post’s story that the national banks get 
from the government the use of a dollar bill 
for one year for 1 cent and loan it out for 
from 8 to 24 cents “and even upward is the 
baldest kind of alie. That it is so is effectu- 
ally proven by the fact that the national banks 
have retired 60 per cent of their circulation 
and are still reducing it. The largest banks in 
this city have nota single note out, and the 
circulation of many banks is limited to 90 per 
cent of the amount which the law requires 
them to keep on deposit at Washington. This 
could never be the case if there were in the 
business any such profit as is unblushingly al- 
leged by Post, and it 1s simply scandalous that 
a respectable magazine can publish his lying 
assertions on the subject. 

Post’s suggestion that the only mode of 


relief is for the government to furnish money 


direct to the people is entirely unnecessary. 
If “the people” will put up government 
bonds they can get notes on, the same terms 
as the national banks, and it is a wonder they 
have not started the ball rolling ere this if the 
operation is as profitable as is alleged by this 
Minchausenish Post. The mischief is that 
he and his fellow Alliance revolutionists want 
the notes to be issued to them without good 
security. It is true they profess to want to 
pledge land and personal property for the 
value of the money, but are not willing to 
do it in a way that would enable the lender to 
realize on the security at any time he might 


want to convert it into cash, and 


especially the kind of cash which passes 
current at par in the international markets 
of the world. That kind of money is what is 
reguired to pay tne balances of trade in spite 
of Post’a assertion that they “are never paid 
in money.” The payment may be made in 
stocks and bonds, but in such case it is easen- 


tial that they be convertible into cash coin at . 
the will of the holder. ene to offer. e ee 
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prospect of being able to realize 
with ‘minimum of trouble and expense, 
the use of the money wanted can be obtained 
at low rates of It is to facilitate the 
obtaining of “money” on poor security, 
which the borrower could retain indefinitely 
if he did not wish to pay the money, that the 
efforts of Post and his Alliance associates are 
directed. Apparently they have not stopped 
to consider the self-evident truth that 
“money” obtainable on such easy. terms 


would not be worth much, and that the pos- 
‘session of plenty of that sort of stuff might 


still permit a man to be poor. 


LOTTERIES AND POOL SELLING. 

Mr. Anthony Comstock, Secretary of the 
New York Society for the Suppression of Vice» 
has written a vigorous article for the North 
American Review for February in which he 
takes the ground that what the Louisiana Lot- 
tery company is doing for that State by the 
corruption of officials, the breeding of crime, 
and the impoverishment of the laboring class- 
es, pool selling in New York and New Jersey 
is doing for those two States. In the matter 
of the lottery he holds that whatever tends to 
corrupt public morals is indictable and sus- 
tains his postion by the following citations 
from the decisions of the courts: 


This principle has been er affirmed 
by the Court of Appeals 
in many cases, 
case of The People 
in the Ninety-sixt h New York Reports. The 
courts have been as emphatic and uniform 
in adjudging gambling in its various forms, in- 
cluding pool selling, bookmaking, and lotteries, 
to be against public morals, as they have been in 
2 denunciations of obscene and criminal pub- 

ca 

The English Parliament in 1699 declared all lot- 
teries a common and public nuisance, making 
void ali lottery grants, and providing that parties 
conducting them henceforth should be prosecuted 
as common tognes. 10 Will. III.. C. 23.) 

In the same year a ot ministers in Boston, 
Mass., denounced lotteries as cheats and the 
managers as pillagers of the people; and that 
sentiment has grown until every State in the 
Union but one has either laws or constitutional 
enactments against lotteries. From the highest 
to the lowest courts in this land lotteries and the 
keeping of common gaming- houses have been de- 
clared a public nuisance.’ The late Chief Jus- 
tice Waite, in delivering the decision of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, said: 

That lotteries are demoralizing in their effects, 
no matter how carefully regulated, cannot, in the 
opinion of this court, be doubted. Experience 
has shown that the common forms of gambling 
are comparatively innocuous when placed in con- 
tact with the widespread pestilence of lotteries. 
The former are confined to a few persons and 
places, but the latter infects the whole commun- 
ity; it enters every dwelling, it reaches every 
class, it preys upon the hard earnings of the poor, 
and it plunders the ignorant and simple.” (Stone 
vs. State of Miss., 11 Otto, 814.) 

Again says the Supreme Court of the United 
States, in construing the Constitution of Mary- 
land concerning lotteries: 


The object to be accomplished was the sup- 


pression of a great moral evil, and to effect so 
praiseworthy and laudable a purpose the con- 
struction should be a benign and liberal one.“ 

Bishop’s “ Cefminal Law places lotteries in 
the same category as the selling of untaxed 
liquors and houses of ill-fame. 

The Supreme Court of the United States has 
repeatedly held that nuisances injurious to pub- 
lic health and morality are among the most imper- 
tant duties of government to suppress.” (Phalen 
vs. State of Virginia, Howard's Prac., page 168.) 

Mr. Comstock illustrates at considerable 


length the demoralizing influences of the 
Louisiana Lottery, its paralysis of industry, 
its corruption of justice, and its impoverish- 
ment of the wage classes, and then shows that 
the same demoralization is at work in New 
York and New Jersey through policy gambling 
and betting on horse races, and “ yet when 
these professional gamblers are brought into 
court they almost invariably escape with a 
nominal fine, and that, too, under a law of 
New York which fixes a maximum punish- 
ment of two years’ imprisonment and $1,000 
fine.“ 

The amount of money which is worse than 
wasted in these kinds of gambling by the 
wage classes is something frightful to con- 
template. The labor demagogues and walk- 
ing delegates, who do not work for a living, 
are howling continuqusly against capital and 
employers, and vilifying the latter with all 
kinds of epithets, but never a word do they 
utter in reproof of the wageworkers and sal- 
aried class for wasting their earnmgs on ‘pool 
gambling and intemperance. Pool gambling 
speedily becomes a dry rot that destroys the 
morals and paralyzes the conscience of its 
victim, wrecks his manhood, and leaves him 
a useless loafer and vagabond, and yet there 
is not on record any protest of the labor dema- 
gogues against it, nor any protest against 
their waste of money in lotteries. This kind 
of demoralization is not confined to New Or- 
leans, New York, and Jersey City. It prevails 
in Chicago to an alarining extent, and yet no 
serious effort is put forth to arrest its spread. 
***Come into my parlor,’ said the spider to 
the fly, and the flies come in by thousands, 
only to find themselves demoralized, im- 
poverished, and ruined. 

Pool-selling can be reached by the law. The 
remedy is a plain and easy one. If it is not 
administered it is only because the authorities 
fail to do their duty or because the courts 
have been corrupted. by the gamblers. Mr. 
Comstock has shown in his citations that lot- 
tery gambling is an indictable offense, but 
there is a shorter road to its suppression than 
the slow legal process. It is within the power 
of Congress to suppress it by taxing it to

LONDON’S ELECTION TOMORROW. 
Tomorrow the preliminary skirmish of this 
year’s political campaign in Great Britain. 
will be fought in London. Under the Locak 


Government act, passed three years and a 


half ago, 118 County Councilors will be 
elected tomorrow in. the British capital, and 
party lines will be observed rather strictly. 
The constituencies are geographically the same 
as the Parliamentary ones. Two Councilors 
are elected from each Parliamentary division, 
except the City of London, which will elect 
four Councilors. In 1886 the Tories carried 
36 of the 58 Parliamentary divisions. In 1889, 
however, the Liberals won 69 of the 118 Coun- 
cilorships. But the party lines were not 
strictly drawn then, Lord Rosebery, one of 
the Liberal leaders, being elected with Sir 
John Lubbock, a Liberal-Unionist, and two 
Tories for the City of London, for instance. 
This time it will be different, and the result 
of tomorrow’s election will be a fair indica- 
tion of the result of the Parliamentary elections 
later on this year. 

The Liberals have made a vigorous cam- 
paign. Led by Sir William Harcourt, Sir 
Charles Russell, Sydney Webb, Lord Carring- 
ton, Prof. Bryce, and other prominent men 
they have organized all London; holding 
nightly meetings, and every constituency ex- 
cept the City will probably be contested. The 
Liberal program is comprehensive and pro- 
gressive. It favors the taxing of land values 
after the American special assessment 
for public improvemente—an entirely new 
doctrine for English cities—the municipal 
control of street-car lines, water supply, gas

The House Committee on Election of Presi- 
dent and Vice-President has directed one of 
its members to prepare a joint resolution pro- 
viding for the amendment of the Constitution 
so that the terms of office of Senators and Rep- 
resentatives shall end on the 31st of December 
instead of the 4th of March; that the annual 
meetings of Congress shall begin on the sec- 
ond Monday in January instead of the first 
Monday in December; and that the term 
of President and Vice-President shall begin 
on the 30th of April instead of the 4th of 
March, | 

These are not new suggestions, but they are 
sensible ones, and will meet with the approval 
of the people, when they get a chance to vote 
for them through their State Legislatures. 


this: The President and a new House of 
Representatives are chosen on the same day. 
He is inaugurated on the 4th of March fol- 
lowing. The Congressmen chosen with him 
do not take their seats until the beginning of 
December, a year and a month subsequent to 
their elect The presumption is that the 
newly elected Congressmen represent the 
wishes of the people to a much greater degree 
than those they replace. Yet the old House, 
whose policy may have been condemned by 
the people; goes ahead and legislates for them. 
In November, 1888, the people turned out Pres- 
ident Cleveland and the House which agreed 
with him. Thirteen months had to pass be- 
tore President Harrison and a House which 
thought like him could get to work. 

If this amendment were a part of the Con- 
stitution the Representatives elected this com- 
ing November would take their seats next 
January and get to work. They might find a 
President in office whose views did not agree 
with theira, but he would step down and out 
by the 30th of April, before they had passed 
any bills for his consideration. 

It would be more logical if the new Presi- 
dent were to enter on the discharge of his du- 
ties the same day that the new Congress did. 
But it is probable the committee had the 
pomps and ceremonies of inauguration day in 
mind. That has long been an open-air festi- 
val. The climate of Washington is untrust- 
worthy early in March. Half the inaugura- 
tion days have been wet and cold and have 
been the cause of the death of a great many 
intrepid sight-seers. By the close of April 
the weather is delightful, and the quadrennial 
pageant would almost always be a success, 
The 30th of April is selected because Washing- 
ton was inaugurated that day, he having been 
unable to teach New York at an earlier time. 

It is necessary to amend the Constitution in 
order to secure these reforms. It fixes the 
term of the President at four years and that 
of the Senators at six. Congress cannot 
lengthen or shorten those terms by law. The 
proposed change would lengthen the term of 
one President a little and shorten that of a 
certain number of Senators. It is possible 
that the terms of the members of one House 
might be cut short by law, and the date of the 
annual meet ing can be changed by Congress, 
but under the circumstances it is as well to 
cover the whole ground by a constitutional 
amendment.

Awful Misery Exists Throughout the 
Kaiser's Country—The French Cabinet. 
(SPECIAL CABLE | 

Parts, March 3.—Although the riots in 
Berlin have ceased for the moment the in- 
ternal situation in Germany is still disquiet- 
ing. The Germans do their best to conceal 
the misery which prevails in their country. 
But it exists. In Eastern Prussia especially 
the distress is terrible. Work and food are so 
scarce thatin many places the peasants are 
compelled to eat bread half composed of sand, 
and the authorities have had to make an ap- 
peal to public charity. 

Owing again to the falling off of orders in 
most of the German factories large numbers 
of workmen are unable to earn a living. The 
foslish speeches of the Emperor have exasper- 
ated the people, and were he to indulge in 
moré speeches fresh riots of a dangerous kind 
might be expected. It is worthy of remark 
that the Berlin students sided with the mal- 
contents in the recent riota. 

The first parliamentary engagement of the 
new Ministry was fought today in the French 
chamber. „ Leoubet, the Premier, read a 
colorless statement to the Deputies. M. 
Camille Pelletan, the well-known Rad- 
ical, asked the government to explain its 
relations with the Vatican. Premier re- 
plied that they were based exclusively on the 
Concordat. The matter being pushed to a 
vote, the government policy was approved by 
315 to 91. The triumph of the Cabinet a 
pears decisive, but in spite of this few people 
seen to think the new Ministers will retain 
power till May. The Chamber is not pre- 
pared to upset them immediately. That is the 
meaning of the vote.

Mach Strack with the English Drawl—The 
United States Immigration Report. 


‘Lowpow, March 8.—Mr. Foster in an inter- 


view today, after returning from the House 
of Commons, said: Mr. Lincoln got me a 
seat in the diplomatic gallery, where I had 
the good luck to hear some of the 
best speakers. The debate and the 
arrangement of the business of the 
House was not such as to bring out ora- 
tory, but it enabled me to judge what was 
the style of the speakers. I naturally com- 
pared them with our men in Congress. What 
struck me most was the general drawling way 
of speaking, in strong contrast with our di- 
rect and more’ earnest, style. Mr. Giadstone 
approached the nearest to our American ideas 
of a good speaker. Mr. Labouchére, who 
was next, resembled a good congressional de- 
bator. I was pleased also with Mr. Balfour’s 
quiet manner and his obvious ability to make 
a clear statement, although he does not speak

House of Commons I was astonished on com-

„Does that explanation apply to another 
Commissioner’s assertion that 22,000,000 acres 
of productive land are lying idle here? 

As far as each Commissioner is individu- 
ally responsible. Ido not know where Mr. 
Powderly got the estimate. I would not like 
to say his report has a partisan bias, but nat- 
urally he reports in behalf of those he feels 
with. Congress isa good judge of the ac- 
curacy and spiritof the statement. My aim 
in appointing the commission and in drafting 
the suggestions recently was not to block im- 
migration, but to get the best class of immi- 
grants. America assimilates all. Among 
the best we t are the Irish. We 
take your 2 mouthed Irishmen 
with his wife and children, all 
in the rough. In afew years he is absorbed 
and altered in every particular and ranks with 
our best citizens, lead our municipalities, and 
within a single generation becomes one of the 
best American type. Wedonot seek tocre- 
ate restrictions that will shut out emigrants 
like these. Italians are replacing the Irish as 
hewers of wood and diggers of railways and 
we hope they also will assimilate. Germans 
soon become American. The race least read- 
ily absorbed is the inavians, Norwe- 
gians, and Danes. All are welcome except the 
refuse population of Europe.“

Entire Edition of the “Frankfurter Zei- 
tung” on March 1 Confiscated. 

Berti, March 8.—The entire weue of the 
Frankfort Zeitung of March 1 was confiscated 
on the charge of *lése-majesté.” The charge 
is based ona feuilleton headed * Crowned 
Words which appeared in the paper on that 
day, and which had reference to the Emperor’s 
Brandenburg speech. 

The paper said that the Emperor ought to 
have first written the address which he made 
at the Brandenburg banquet and then sub- 
mitted it in confidence toa capable adviser. 
The Zeitung further said it was certain that 
as a Prince destined for the crown he had 
received an education which could only have 
made him a military expert, yet Emperor 
William desired to appear versed in all 
branches by an extensive and complicated 
activity. The article concluded with a sug- 
gestive reference to Emperor Nero, describing 
him as vainglorious and with a mania for 
greatness. He was, it said, impulsive and 
had hallucinations. This was a typical form 
of decadent majesty. 


To Keep Out Diseased Immigrants. 

The burg-American Packet company, 
in conjunction with the Prussian authorities, 
has arranged that all Russian emigrants in- 
tending to proceed to the United States 
in the Hamburg-American steamers shall 
be inspected by experienced doctors before 
entering Prussia. Any of these Russians who 
are suspected of being infected with typhus- 
fever or other disease will not be allowed to 
enter the country. All the emigrant | ngs 
in Hamburg will be carefully supervised and 
a third examination will be made 2 phy- 
sicians under the direction of United 
States Consul at Hamburg before the emi- 
grants are permitted to embark upon the 
steamer. 


Alsace-Lorraine in the Reichstag. 

The Reichstag today began the discussion on 
the bill empowering the governinent to pro- 
claim a state of siege in Alsace-Lorraine in 
the event of war or serious danger. Several 
speeches were made declaring that Alsace- 
Lorraine isin a perfectly tranquil conditior 
and is rejoiced to*be a member of the German 
Empire. The pro Jaw, it was said, would 
be a source of fresh mortification to the Alsa- 
tians and disturb France. 

The government urged that there were mo- 
mentous reasons in favor of the measure. It 
was finally referred to a committee of twenty- 
one members. 


STORM AND DISASTER AT SEA. 


Exciting Wreck at Witherness— Portuguese 
Gales Made Eighty-three Women Widows. 

Lonpoyn, March 3.—An exciting wreck oc- 
curred last night at Witherness, in the south- 
eastern part of Yorkshire, on the North Sea. 
A heavy gale prevailed at the time, and as the 
seas rushed shoreward from out of the dark- 
ness they appeared to be mountain high. The 
steam trawler Ceylon, engaged in the North 
Sea fisheries, lost its propeller durmg the 
storm, and not having any canvas to speak 
of drifted ashore. It had a crew of nine men 
on board, but all were saved by the life-saving 
crew. 

Oporto, March 3.—The recent gales that 
have prevailed along the coast of Portugal 
have n productive of great loss of life, 
more particularly among the fishermen. 
Among those who lost their lives in the storm 
of a few daysago were eighty-three married 
men, in addition to a large number who were 
not married. The eighty-three widows have 
now thrown upon them the care and support 
of 233 children. They are miserably poor, 
and unless something is done to aid them they 
will all suffer severely.

only white physician. In a single 7 — he 
performed 308 surgical operations and treated 
thousands of patients for various ailments. 
His professional career was so successful 
that in 1876 he was appointed by the Madras 
Government as Medical Officer and Police 
Surgeon for Arcot and the surrounding coun- 
try. Later he was publicly thanked by the 
Madras Governinent for his services in be- 
half of the native population. 

In 1878 and 1879, when India was prostrated 
by a terrible famine, Dr. Scudder was given 
charge of afamine camp. During this time 
he did valient service in behalf of the sufferers 
from a violent Asiatie cholera. 

this he was again thanked 
the Madras Government, which 
also presented him with $1,500 as a testimon- 
ial of esteem. This money he devoted to 
mission work and established a branch dis- 
pensary several miles from Arcot. 

After seven years of incessant labor at 
Arcot Dr. Scudder’s health broke down and 
he was compelled to remove to a cooler 
climate. Accordingly he removed tothe Neil- 
gherry Hills, south of Madras, where he soon 
recovered his health. After remaining here 
three years he came to America to visit his 
father, who was then pastor of the Plymouth 
Congregational Church in Chicago. e had 


intended returning to India, but flattering in- 


ducements resulted in his remaining in Chi- 
cago. Here he at once built up a large prac- 
tice, spending much of 
in relieving sickness and suffering among: the 
poor. When P. D. Armour established the 
Armour Mission in 1885 he placed Dr. Scud- 
der at the head of the mis- 
sién free dispensary. Later he became 
an officer of the Mission Sunday-school and a 
member of the Advisory committee of 


the mission. To these offices he has 
been reélected each year from the first. 
Shortly after coming to America he 


established the American Medical Missionary 
Society, the object being to give free medical 


education to students who will go to the for- 


eign mission fields. in 1888 he was appointed 
chief obstetrician to St. Luke’s Hospital. In 
late years he has won national fame as chief 
surgeon of the Mutual Accident Association 
of the Northwest and Assistant Medical Di-

SKETCH OF FRANK H. DUNTON, 


Best Known as the Veteran Editor of the

Frank H. Dunton, who caused Dr. Seudder’s

REPUBLICANS REVOLT FROM PRO- 
HIBITIONIST RULE. 


Senator Gatch of Polk Supports Ais Coun- 
ty Option Bill in the Legislature with 
an Able Speech, and His Colleague 
Brown Sustains Gim in His Position— 
Reiniger Makes Reply, and Finn Tries 
Unsuccessfully to Interrupt—What the 
Democrats Are Likely to Da, 

Des Moines, Ia., March 3.—[Special.]—The 
Gatch County Option bill was debated in the 
Senate today. Senators Gatch and Brower 
spoke in favor of the bill and Senator Reini- 
ger opposed it. The latter is the gentleman 
who was criticised by both parties for saying 
in his speech in opposition to the Schmidt bill 
that in Chickasaw County in his Senatorial 
district the people had become so debauched 
by the saloons under prohioition that no one 
could be drawn on the jury list who would 
agree to the conviction of a saloon- 
keeper. In spite of this deplorable state 
of affaira which he said existed in his 
own district, he opposed the Gatch billin a 
long address, which was finally cut short by 
the exodus of the people from the Senate 
chamber to listen to some colored jubilee 
singers, who were giving a concert in the hall 
of the House. 

The galleries and floor of the Senate were 
crowded this morning when Senator Gatch 
began his address. As preliminary to it he 


sent to the Secretary’s desk the amendments * 


to his bill as published in Tan Trisune 
this morning. The amendments were 
read for the information of the Sen- 
ate, and then Senator Gatch began his 
remarks. His speech wasc arefully prepared 
and he read it from manuscript. The closest 
attention was given it throughout. At ite close 
he referred to some statements that had been 
made by certain newspapers to the effect that 
the bill threw all the barriers down by giving 
the entire control of matters pertaining to sa- 
loons in cities to the local authorities. He 
said this statement was entirely incorrect. 
Had a Tilt with Finn. . 

A few moments later he had a tilt with Sen- 
ator Finn! In speaking of the attitude of 
some of the papers towards the bill he said 
that it had been charged that his action in the 
Senate was for the purpose of embarrassing 
his party. Atthis a voice from the gallery 
exclaimed That is true!“ 

The Senator quietly asked: What is that? 
Did any one say that was true? 

Senator Finn, who was on the opposite side 
of the hall, answered, It is true. 

Senator Gatch did not catch Senator Finn’s 
remark, but replied: I don’t know where 
that came from, I don’t know whether it 
came from a reputable source or not, but it is 
unqualifiedly false. No one can challenge my 
vote on party questions. [ ama Republican 
and always have been and expect to continue 
to be a Republican, but Iam a free man, and 
if I live to the end of thissession by the grace 
of God I expect to go out of here a free 
man 


This statement called forth a rousing round 
of applause, Senator then read a state- 
ment made by President Harvey of the State 
Temperance Alliance, which is in session 
here, to the effect that the Gatch bill was tho 
combined work ot Senator Allison and J. S. 
Clarkson, 

This statement.“ said Senator Gatch, ‘‘is 
false in every particular.“ He had not had 
any communication with either of those 
gentlemen on the subject, and the bill was his 
own, He continued: 


Political Effects of Prohibition. 


Every subject upon which it is legitimate to 
legislate is one upon which every constituency has 
the right to be represented, and will be sooner 
or later represented if it is a question of para- 
mount importance, as is the Prohibition question 
in Iowa; and it necessarily results from this 
in every count n itself a Repre- 
sentative or Senatorial rict, and there are 
over ninety such representative districts, there 
must be local option indirectly, if not directly, 
upon every such question. In this way it has 
happened that very many of the counties of the 
State that were Republican, and e in 
both branches of the General Assembly * Repub- 
licans before prohibition became the dominant 
issue in State politics, have come to be Democrat- 


ic and to be represen ts. 
How great these ch have been will appear 
from a statement as to fifteen out of the yy 
nine counties of the State—fifteen counties, it is 
true, in which the changes have been much 
greater than in the other counties of the State 
generally, but not by any means all of the coun- 
ties in which such changes, less only in extent, 
have been made. This statement shows that the 
Republican losses counted by change of majori- 
ties. taking the Presidential vote of 1880 and the 
Gubernatorial vote of 1891, have been as follows: 
Lee, 1,352; Moines, 2,567; Muscatine, 1,219; 
Scott, 5,436; Clinton, 3,026; Dubuque, 2,044; Linn, 
1%; Black Hawk, 1.151; Webster, 1,046; Mar- 
shall, 1,353: Polk, 2.100; Pottawattamie, 2,450; 
Woodbury, 1,901; Marion, 1,298; Fayette, 1,591. 
880, taking the 12 — majority of 
78,000 in that year ou the idential vote and 
the Democratic majority of 8,000 on the vote for 
Governor 1891. and it will be seen that the 
gregate change in eleven years, during nine of 
which prohibition has been the paramount issue, 

as 


been 86,000. 

Looking no farther back than to the State elec- 
tions of 1891 and 1889, must we not in all frank- 
ness as Republicans admit that the issue was as 
fairly and sharply made between probibition and 
anti-prohibition as it could have been, both by 
the party platforms and in the canvass? What 
could have been done in the way of making 
up the issue or in the conduct of the canvass 
to have made the result more clearly a verdict 
or decision of the people upon the ques- 
tion? Was there ever a more thorough canvass 
of the State than was made by Gov. Boies, and 
did he not * pre force this question, to the 
exclusion of all others, upon the attention of the 
people? And his I W of 6.000 in 1889 was in- 
creased to 8,000 in 1891. The vote for members of 
the House at the last election teaches the same 
disagreeable lesson. While there were more Re- 
publicans than Democrats elected the aggregate 
of the Democratic majorities ex that of 
the Republican majorities by 6,290, and the pop- 
ulation ot the counties represented by Demo- 
cratic members exceeds by over 27,000 that of 
those represented by Republicaus, These are 
facts and it will do Republicans more good than 
harm to look them squarely in the face. The first 
important step toward getting out of an unpleas- 
ant situation is to thoroughly understand it. 


What the State Is Coming To. 


Should.the municipal option of the Democratic 

latform of 1889 and 1891 become the law of the 
Btate it will inevitably carry the legaliz not 
the outlawed saloon into every county of the 
State, for there is not one in which there is not, 
or will not soon be, one or more towns in which 
there woald be a majority in favor of license. On 
the other hand, if the claim of leading Prohibi- 
tionists is true, there would not ons 
rumehop in at least four out of five of the counties 
of the State under county local option. I have 
heard it said by a Republican Senator that he 
would rather see the legalized saloon go into 
every county of the State under the municipal 
option of the Democratic platform than vote for 
the county option, even though under it prohibi- 
tion might be maintained in nine-tenths of the 
counties of the State, giving as a reason that he 
would trust to a reaction that would regain even 
more than the lost ground. 

Yet some days ago we heard the Senator from 
Floyd say that even the outlawed”’ n had 
found its way into one of the counties of his dis- 
trict. and that so far from a reaction being the 
result it had made the county permanently Demo- 
cratic. Chickasaw is the county referred to, and 
I find that in 1880 it — a Republican majorit 
of 296, and in 1882 a Prohibition majority of 314. 
and in 1891 a Democratic majority of 269. Is there 
danger of the muncipal local option becoming the 
law of the State? I have already referred to the 
fact that in 1889 the Demucratic party declared in 
its platform and in the canvass in favor of it, and 
elected ite didate for Governor, who was the 

embodiment of that plank of the platform; 
and that in 1891 the same tleman was re- 
elected by an increased majority, the issue hav-

RICH ORE IN SPANISH PEAKS FOOTHILLS. 


Prospecting Parties Flocking to a New 

Colorado Camp Which Promises Well. 

La Junta, Colo., March 3.—[ Special.! 
What promises to be another of Colorado’s 
wonderful mining camps has just been un- 
covered here today and every mode of convey- 
ance is being put into use for a general stam- 
pede to the foothills of the Spanish Peaks, 
which lay about thirty miles southwest of this 
place. The nearest railroad town is Delphi, 
on the Santa F6 route. 

The place has been known for several years 
to contain ore, but was never thought to be 
worth working until the great finds at Creede 
and Cripple Creek.

MONEY REQUIRED FOR PENSIONS, 


Commissioner Raum States That $43,000,- 
000 Is on Hand for the Rest of the Year. 


- Wasuinetox, D. C., March 3.—While be- 


fore the House Subcommittee on Pensions to- 
day Commissioner Raum stated that $1,880,- 
000 had been spent last year for medical ex- 
aminations, and this year $1,500,000 would he 
spent, which would bring that work up to 
date. The actual amount of money expended 
on account of pensions darmg the first six 
months of the year was $63,065,678. There 


was now on the books $28,934,995 ugainst which 
no requisitions had been made, and about 815, 


000,000 was in the hands of agents, so that 


| $43,000,000 was on hand for the balance of the 


fiscal year. Mr. O’Neil of Massachusetts sug- 
gestod that this amount of money would not 
be spent during the remaining months of this 
fiscal year. Gen. Raum replied that it must 
be remembered that the work was being 
pushed up close to date, and that as the first 
payments on new claims averaged $135 con- 
siderable 8 be necessary for this 
purpose. Mr. Mutchler called attention to 
the fact that 000,000 was asked for the 
next fiscal year, that last year 8124, 000, 000 was 
spent, and that March 1 the expenditures were 
$7,000,000 under the expenditures for the cor- 
responding month of last year, so that there 
ought to be money left over this year. 


LINES TIGHTENING ON SILVER. 


Opposing Democrats Get No Comfort from 
Republicans—Full Vote Probable. 
WaAsHINGToN, D. C., March 3,—| Special. ]— 
The lines are beginning to tighten as the time 
approaches for the vote on the resolution fix- 
ing a time for the consideration of the Bland 
bill. The anti-silver Democrats, headed by 
Messrs. Andrews, O'Neill, and Williams of 
Massachusetts and De Witt, Warner, and 
Cockran of New York, are using all the argu- 
ments they can bring to bear tu get the Repub- 
licans to agree to assist them in their fight, but 
thus far the efforts have not been successful. 
The events of today were not encouraging to 
the anti-stlver men, as it was found that some 
Democrats whom they had counted on as 
favorable to postponement were weakening 
and did nt wish to be recorded as casting a 
vote which might be construed as hostile to 
silver. Representative Pierce of Tennessee 
has caused telégrams to be sent to all Dem- 
ocrats believed to be favorable to silver, urging 
them to be present when the voteis taken 
Monday. The anti-Silver Democrats are also 
moving to have all their forces present.

Third and Fourth Class Mail Matter. 

Wasuinetox, D. C., March 3,—{Special. ]—~

the Senate a bill in the nature of a substitute 
providing “ that on and after July 1, 1892, all 
articles 6f mail matter of the third and fourth 
classes shall be comprehended in one class, to 
be known as third-class matter, and postage 
on the same shall be charged the rate of one 
cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof 
to be prepaid with postage stamps affixed 
thereto, provided that upon the consolidation 
of the two classes of mail matter all the con- 
ditions as to wrappers, permissible printing, 
etc., now applicable by law to fourth-class 
class matter shall be held to apply to third- 
class mattér, in addition to the privileges now 
conferred by law upon matter of the last men- 
tioned class. 


Will Carry Out Its Mail Contract. 


Second Assistant Postmaster-General Bell

FINDS A TRUE BILL. 


THE GRAND JURY INDICTS COL- 
LECTOR LINDHEIMER. 


Dib 


It Declares Him to Be Guilty as Charged— 
Arguments in His Defense—Sentiment 
Regarding a School Census—Work to 

Bein on the Drainage Canal in Eleven 

| Weeks—Report of the Onderdonk Tan. 
nel Committee to Be Made Public To- 
day—Other Municipal News. 


The grand jury yesterday indicted Jacob 
Lindheimer, the Collector of Taxes for the 
Town of South Chicago, The jury made 
quick work of the case, having been but one 
day in the investigation of the charges made 
against the Collector. : 

The indictment charges Lindheimer with 
“unlawfully, willfully, ‘corruptly, and feloni- 
ously refusing to settle, pay, and deliver over 
to City Treasurer Kiolbassa, who had made 
demand on the Collector for all of the taxes 
collected by him upto the Ist of March, the 
revenues, bank bills, dues and other funds 
collected by him, a Collector being compelled 
by law to make returns to the City Treasurer 
once in two weeks from the time he begins to 
collect the taxes. 

Mr. Lindheimer was notified soon after the 
finding of the indictment, and at 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon he presented himself to Clerk 
Schubert of the Criminal Court and gave bail 
in the sum of $5,000 for his appearance. His

Mr Lindheimer referred to his attorney, L. 
P. Boyle, when questioned concerning the 
matter, Mr. Boyle said: The indictment 
by the grand jury seems to have been prompt- 

by a desire to persecute Mr. Lindheimer 
or do him political injury. Since Jan. 1 the 
South Town Collector has paid into the City 
Treasury $400,000, and to the county $100,000. 
About one week before March 1 Mr. Lind- 
heimer met City Treasurer Kiolbassa in the 
City Hall and the urer requested Mr. 
Lindheimer to bring over $200,000. This was 
done the next day. -Mr. Kiolbassa then re- 
quested Mr, Lindheimer to pay in $100,000, 
saying that he thought that would enable him 
to nicely meet the demands of the office up to 
March 1.

It is 
important that an accurate census should be 
taken this year,so that we may be able to 
know exactly what Chicago’s rank is among 
the cities of the world. From all of which one 
is led to expect that the census of Chicago this 
year is likely to be reliable.“ 

The official etiquette’ practice of the 
Board of Education has been brought to an 
end, much to the displeasure of Mr. Hereley. 
The latter is Chairman of the Committee on 
Janitors and Supplies ahd has been in the 
habit of recommending janitors and the pur- 
chase of supplies without consulting his col- 
leagues. He was called to task for it at the 
meeting Wednesday. 

But all is not over yet. Mr. Cameron and 
Mr. Prentiss are making inguiry into Mr. 
Hereley’s methods. A member of the board 
referring to the practice of letting contracts 
said it was the custom to blindly follow the 
recommendations of the Building committee. 
That was not mght. A contract should not 
be awarded the first night it is brought to the 
board’s attention. e committee should 
report and the report should be printed and 
action deferred until the next meeting.

He suggests as a compromise, however, that 
if the railroads were in a hurry to lay the 
tracks to get ready fur the World’s Fair traf- 
fic they might do so, provided they would 
agree to eleyate these tracks or remove them 
if the city should order it.
